MEMOIR OF REV. D. W. DILLEHAY. 


Rev. David Washington Dillehay was born near Reynoldsburg 
Humphrey county, Tenn., September 26, 1818. He was blessed with 
pious parents. His father was an active, zealous member of, and a 
local preacher in the Methodist Episcopal Church. When young 
Dillehay was about eight years old, his father’s home became one 
of the preaching-places of the Rev. B. M. Drake, of precious memo- © 
ry. He was consecrated to God in holy baptism in his infancy, and 
very early in life became seriously impressed on the subject of re- 
ligion. His paternal ancestors were from France, and settled in 
Virginia in the early history of the State. His grand-father being 
a Huguenot in France, he soon identified himself with the Metho- 
dist church, then in its infancy in Virginia. 

Just before Bro. Dillehay was nineteen years old, he left his fa- 
ther’s christian home and went to Louisville, Ky., where he studied 
artistic painting under the celebrated artist, Mr. Cooper. While he 
was there he attended a meeting conducted by the Rev. John New- 
land Maffit. Under the eloquent and soul-moving sermons of that 
great man of God, he was happily converted in the fall of 1882. He 
never, for a moment, doubted the soundness of his conversion. He 
soon joined the Methodist Church on probation, and was a regular 
attendant on all the services of the Church. But his highest spirit- 
ual enjoyment came to his soul while engaged in class-meeting ex- 
ercises. 

January 14, 1886, he was married to Miss Rebecca Cox, of Phila- 
delphia, Pa. She -was, indeed, a devoted and faithful ite through 
all the varying vicissitudes of a life of over fifty years. In the year 
1841, while living in Vicksburg, Miss., he was received into full econ- 
nection in the Methodist Episcopal Church under the ministry of 
Rev. Preston Cooper. About the year 1849 he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of Vicksburg station. His soul glowed 
and burned with an intense desire for the salvation of souls, and for ~ 
the advancement of the Master’s kingdom. 
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In the winter of 1853 he was admitted on trial in the Mississippi 
Conference. His first appointment was Pinkneyville Circuit 1854; 
» Homochitto mission 1855; Black Hawk 1856 and 1857; Wilkinson 
Circuit 1858 and 1859; Pearl River 1860 and 1861; Amite circuit 1862; 
Monticello 1863; Arcola 1864. He sustained the supernumerary re- 
lation in 1865 and lived in New Orleans. He preached regularly 
during this year at Algiers and Gretna. Greensburg, La., 1866 and 
1867; Paulding 1868 and 1869; I'annin 1870; Madisonville 1871; Dover 
1872, 1873 and 1874; Spring Ridge 1875; Mt. Carmel 1876. At the close 
of this year’s work his health gave way and he was compelled to 
ask for a Superannuated relation. For more than ten years he was 
in feeble health, and was, therefore, never able to return to the ac- 
tive work. But wherever he lived his holy, consecrated, christian 
life was a bright benediction to all who came in contact with him. 
There was something in the life and character of this good man 
that the mind delighted to contemplate. His virtues erected to his 
memory a monument in the hearts and memories of his fellow-be- 
ings which the fingers of time can scarcely obliterate. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Early November 12, 1854, at Jackson, La.; 
and elder by Bishop Paine, at Woodville, Miss., December 12, 1858. 

Through these years he was a popular and useful traveling 
preacher. He possessed a useful order of talent, and was charac- 
terized by more than ordinary ability in preaching, great zeal and 
uncommon success in winning souls to Christ. He was a man of 
right.principles, ardent piety, and generous toa fault. Untiring in 
labors, amiable in temper, sociable in spirit, and affable in his man- 
ners.. He was beloved by his ministerial, brethren, respected and 
esteemed by his whole church. 

Bro. Dillehay was one of the best men I ever knew, full of faith 
and of the Holy Ghost. His consecration was thorough and uni- 
form, and his conduct without reproach. He was remarkable for 
his modesty, and was always kind and ‘sweet-spirited towards his 
brethren. He was a devoted husband, and a fond and loving parent. 


* For some weeks before his death his mind was almost gone; but 
still he was the same gentle, patient saint he had been in health. 


His mind was always clear upon religion and heaven. He said to - 


me ashort time before his death: “I will soon be at rest on the oth- 
. er side of the river; I long to be at rest in heaven.” 

- During the early hours of Sunday morning, December 29, 1889, 
he became very quiet, and a peaceful expression came over his face, 
and with his right hand uplifted,and the whisperings of prayer from 
his lips, he fell sweetly asleep in Jesus, to awake in his likeness 
forever in heaven. 
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Dayid W. Dillehay, “after he had served his own veneration by 
the will of God, fell on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers.”

A REV. JAMES A. GODFREY. 


Rev. James A. Godfrey died at the residence of his son, in 
Waynesboro, Miss., Wednesday, June 11, 1890, in the seventy-first 
year of hisage. Another veteran in the army of the King has pass- 
ed over to his reward. In labors more abundant, and in feebleness 
extreme, he has long been waiting for the call of his Master. When 
it came he wrs ready. He was stationed in Jackson, Miss., in 1855 
During that year his charge was visited with a most terrible scourge 
of yellow fever. Every one left the doomed city who could possi- 
bly get away, and among those who were compelled to remain the 
mortality was dreadful. He,asa faithful pastor, remained at his 
post, and was constantly engaged in visiting the sick, consoling the 
dying and burying the dead. He caught the contagion towards the 
last of the $éason and went down to the very gates of death, but 
was mercifully raised up. It was before he was taken sick, while 
the people were dying all around him, and while he himself was in 
hourly expectation of being stricken, that he wrote the appended 
communication to his presiding elder. As it contains his own ac- 
count of the main incidents of his life, and as it shows his experien- 
ces as stood face to face with destiny, itis best to insert it in his 
memoir just-as he wrote it, viz: | 

Iam in the midst of an alarming epidemic. I feél calm and 
firm in my purpose to stand to my post of duty, and submit all to 
the great Arbiter of all destiny. Should I fall, I fell assured that 
all will be well. I have the presence of my heavenly Father. 

I have a simple request or two to make of you: First, as you 
know me well, and saw my last labors in the pulpit, please write 
my obituary and in it give my kind love and Christian farewell to 
my brethren in the ministry and to the church generally. 

I was born in South Carolina on July 20, 1819; was received , 
into the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by Rev. H. H. Mont- 
gomery; was licensed to preach by Rev. M. Yell, of the Memphis 
Conference; was received on trial in the Mississippi Conference, 
and was.appointed to the Starksville circuit, in 1845; was returned 
to the same work in 1846; was ordained deacon that year by Bishop 
Syule; served Yazoo circuit in 1847 and ’48; ordained elder that year 
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by Bishop Andrew; appointed to CarroH circuit, 1849 and ’50. That 
year I located. Remained. local two years, but had charge of Car- 
roll circuit the latter part of 1852. In the winter of that year I was 
readmitted into the traveling connection, and appointed to Clinton 
circuit for 18538 and 1854. I was stationed at Jackson, my present 
charge, in 1855. 

During my service as a preacher, local and itinerant, I have re- 
ceived about eleven hundred white persons into the chureh and 
about five hundrd colored people. On October 1248, I was married 
to my beloved partner, Ann Maria Holmes, and truly—oh, how tru- 
ly!—has she been my companion in every endearing and holy 
respect. A traveling preachers wife, never did she cross or oppose 
my ministerial duties save once, and that was when I located. 
Would that I had heeded her mild monitions then! I commend 
her and my dear children to the church I love, in this solemn hour, 
and especially to my ministerial brethren, and to those whom I 
have received into the church, and, above all to the great Head of 
the church, who tempers the wind to the shorn lamb! 
have endeavored to serve the church the best. I could for twelve 
years, and have a hope that those who know me best will be kind 
to my wife and children. 


One who could write thus when momentarily exposed to death 
must surely have had a strong grasp by faith upon the presence 
and promise of his heavenly Father. Though he was so ready for 
the summons at that time, yet it pleased God to add thirty-five 
years to his life. And the added years were as the Ce. even 
more abundant in labors and faithfulness. He served ome of the 
most important stations of the Conference, and was for many years 
presiding elder. In this latter position he seemed to take greatest 
delight. Keeping his own conveyanee, he literally lived upon his 
district and had the opportunity of visiting from house to house,. 
as did his predecessors of the olden time. He loved the church of 
his choice, and enjoyed to the fullest extent its gracious privileges. 
Naturally of a warm, generous heart, he exulted in the’ doctrines* 
and usages of American Methodism. He was very far removed 
from being a sectarian, but loved the other branches of the chureh 


of Christ, and was in turn appreciated by them. 
He was ardently attached to little children, and they always re- 


joiced at his coming, knowing that they wonld receive cheering 
words and kind attentions. He was fond of preaching to the chil- 


dren and had a happy faculty of interesting them. 
He was a great revivalist. in his palmy days his appointments 


would be all ablaze with the convicting and converting power of the 
Holy Ghost. His sermons were sometimes peculiarly searching, 
and: were delivered with telling effect. The survivors of the old 
Bethel Camp Ground, in Wilkinson county, Miss., were fond of tell- 
ing about some of his efforts at that famous pine They remem- 


bered his texts, his apposite illustrations, and the-effects produced 
upon the hearers. 
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One of the saddest experiences of his life was when his brethren 
saw fit to retire him from the active ministry. He could not realize 
that he was growing old, and it was the ambition of his life to die 
with the harness on—“to cease at once to work and live.” As it was, 
he continued to preach as occasion served, even until he was strick- 
en with his last illness. 

Realizing that his work on earth was done, he calmly adjusted 
all his temporal matters. About ten days before his death he re- 

-ceived the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper with a few select friends. 
He repeated the consecration service as his presiding elder read it- 
His soul seemed to be filled with saered joy. Hesent the following 
message to the writer: “Give my love to Bro. Andrews, and tell him 
that Iam still marching on, full of comfort, cheer, consolation and 
gladness.” | 
' Three of his ministerial brethren officiated at his funeral. The 
doors of the business houses in the village. were closed through res- 
pect to him, and the sympathetic community turned out in large 
numbers to show their appreciation of his worth. 

Thus an honored and a useful life was closed by a peaceful, tri- 
umphant death. He rests from his labors, and his works do follow 
him.

Three thousand two hundred and sixty six (3266) have been added 
to the church during the conference year, making a total of thirty 
seven thousand seven hundred and four.

And we hale with pleasure the signs of the 
times, for the church is extending her{borders, and Christianity is 
permeating the world. Believihg as your committee does, that it 
is a part of the mission of Christianity to restore universal peace 
to the earth, to nations as well as individuals, that its divine poten- 
cy is sufficient to accomplish its mission. We recommend a hearty 
concurrence on the part of this Conference to the proposition of the 
General assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United States 
in the proposed overture to the christian nations to settle all inter- 
national questions by methods of christian teaching, and not by the 
shedding of human blood. We recommend that Bishop C. B. Gal- 
loway appoint the delegate requested.

Report of Board on Church Extension. 


During the present year the general collections for church exten- 
sion have amounted to $1966.25, while the sum of $83.00 was raised 
at the anniversary meeting on Friday evening last, $28.00 of this last 
being cash, making the total sum $1994.25. 

The applications for aid go far beyond the ability of this Board. 
Twenty-three churches, asking for more than three thousand dol-. 
lars, and the sum requested was not large in any ease.

While the growth in church 
building is encouraging, our inability to furnish assistance in cases 
where it would accomplish great good is a matter of deep regret.

Report of Bible Cause. 


Your Committee on Bible Cause would respectfully report as 
follows: 

‘We can learn of no instanee in which Bible Day was observed 
as recommended ina resolution adopted by this Conference last 
year. Amounts have been raised for this cause in our bounds by 
the District Superintendent of,the American Bible Society, Rev. J. 
W. McLauren, by auxiliary societies, and by the preachers; but be- 
cause of the manner in which they were reported, we are denied 
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the means of making affaccurate statement. There is an increased 
demand for the Bible at home and in foreign lands. 

The following facts are worthy of mention as showing the mag-~ 
' nitude and importance of the work done by the American Bible 
Society, to which grand institution cur church and others stand re- 
lated as necessary and privileged co-workers and beneficiaries: 

This Society distributes annually in the United States about 
1,000,000 Bibles, Testaments and portions; and in foreign lands about 
600,000. During the past year it has expended about $2,000 worth in 
Mississippi and $3,000 worth in Louisiana. It is the only institution 
that supplies the destitute in our land with the Word of God free. 
It distributes Bibles in nearly 300 languages, dialects and idioms, 
and supplies all Protestant missionaries free of charge. By its sys- 
tem of colportage it is in the van-guard of missionary march. Thus 
the “mountains are made low and the valleys are exalted,” when at 
times the cry is wrung from the. heart of the individual and the 
nation: “Come over and help us.” Thus the Bible becomes a mis- 
sionary itself while it is acknowledged as the foundaation of mis- 
sionary work. One has well termed this society and the British and 
Foreign the two great pillars of Protestantism in the world. 

In view of these facts, we recommend for adoption the following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED, That we pledge our hearty co-operation with the 
American Bible Society, and recommend that the preachers so 
present this cause to their people that it may be more fully under- 
stood, more heartily appreciated and moré abundantly aided by 
their work and contributions. 

With extreme gratitude to God, we hail the day as already 
present when the Bible has access to all parts of the world. 

Let the Word of God “dwell in” us “richly”; let copies of it 
abound in our Sunday Schools, in our churches and in our mission 
fields, that our church may be “thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.” Amen.

Report of Board of Missions. 


Itis too late in this latter day of Christian enlightenment for any 
who will hear or read this report to need general statements of 
our imminent duty to speed the Gospel to all destitute places at 
home and abroad. That these are our “marching orders” from the 
Captain of Salvation ought to be amply sufficient to fire every heart 
and nerve every arm. Rather will we deal in facts and practical 
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suggestions. This has been a year of gracious encouragement to 
the men and women sowing and reaping i the world-wide field. 
Very many and striking conversions have taken place inall the fields 
where our toilers have tilled. While some persecution has arisen, 
the general outicok for complete freedom to preach the Gospel is 
brighter than ever before. What we chiefly need is more means 
and men to enter the open doors. We rejoice to hear of enlarged 
liberality in many quarters. Especially, we note with pleasure 
that the preachers in many conferences have pledged themselves 
to the support of one or more new missionaries. If the ministry 
will set an example of liberal devising and self-denying beneficence 
herein, the laity generally will readily fall into line. We must in- 
struct our people more on this vital issue, viz: That their own re- 
ligious life and prosperity as a church depend on the abundance of ~ 
their liberality to those in greater want. They need often to be re- 
minded that “Lo, I am with you,” depends directly on “Go ye into 
all the world.” Then, too, let us give them more frequently and 
fully the facts about this work—what is needed and what is being 
done. We urgently suggest that every pastor hold a special meet- 
* ing at least once per quarter in each congregation at a prominent 
hour, such as Sunday morning or night; at which facts and figures 
shall be freely given. These might gain added interest by enlisting 
the services of intelligent laymen and our godly women to doa 
share of the speaking, reading and praying. We ought to put many 
more copies of our valuable Missionary Reporter into the hands of 
the people. Our sisters of the Woman’s Missionary Society owe 
much of their grand success to the systematic work for their Advo- 
cate, which in its turn, works wonders of infusing light. It has 355 
subscribers in our bounds. We rejoice to note their steady advance 
in all lines of work. They are rapidly planting the Gospel in every 
land where the parent Board has gone except Japan. Their success 
in rapidly developing these fields without incurring debt is a mar- 
vel to all who duly consider. Within our own Conference bounds 
their growth has been healthy and encouraging, from 8 or 10 mem- 
bers in 1878 to 1502 in 1890. Wesson auxiliary carried off the banner 
in contributions last year and this. By districts, Meridian has ex- 
celled in number of new auxiliaries organized. The whole number 
of our societies organized since last December reaches 26, and num- 
ber of new members is over three hundred. There has been a cor- 
responding increase in their contributions. 

My brothers, we ought to give more frequent and fervent aid to 
these fellow helpers in the Gospel work. Nor ought we longer to 
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neglect the training ofur Sunday School and other children in 
missionary zeal. Brethren, when we think of those heroic souls, J. 
W. Lambuth and his wife, who, thirty-seven years ago, in this very 
place, consecrated themselves and were set apart for the China 
mission field, now sending back to us from Japan, such words of en- 
couragement as his late letter to us contains, ought not our hearts 
to burn within us in holy zeal to send to his aid some further men 
and means, to capture Japan for Christ. 


SUPPLEMENTAL MISSIONARY REPORT—AFTER ANNIVERSARY. 


In our home work much has been accomplished by the twenty- 
four brethren aided through our Board. Some of these missions 
have become self-supporting. We are trying to bring all up to this 
standard. As the Treasurer’s report will show, all the appropria- 
tions have been paid in full, and enlargement for the incoming year 
has been projected. Our total receipts from the various charges for 
foreign missions;amount to $6880.65. 

Besides this, at our anniversary meeting, after a stirring sermon 
and appeal by Dr. H. C. Morrison, we beaneed pledges amounting 
to $1560 for sending two new missionaries by our Conference. We 
shall be glad if these be apnolntes to labor in Japan beside our 
Lambuths. 

Bro. B. F. Lewis has been appointed Corresponding Secretary 
and Treasurer of this special fund.

Report of Board of Education. 


The Board of Education most heartily congratulates the church 
upon the flourishing condition of all the educational enterprises 
under our control. The reports from each one submitted to us show 
that those hitherto prospering have increased their strength, and 
that the languishing have taken on new life. 


MILLSAPS’ COLLEGE. 


The friends who have long cherished the hope of seeing the es- 
tablishment of a male college upon the soil of Mississippi may felici- 
tate themselves upon the speedy realization of their expectations. 
According to the instructions of the last session of your Conference 
a Board of Trustees was appointed consisting of four ministers and 
four laymen from the Mississippi Conference, and a like number 
from the North Mississippi. A charter was procured from the Leg- 
islature under the corporate name of “Millsaps College.” The Board 
of Trustees met in the city of Jackson on the 25th of June, elected 
officers and entered upon their duties. 

The financial exhibit made to this Board shows the gratifying 
result that $65,118.01, in subscriptions has been secured, of which 
there has been collected and is now cash in hand $81,000, and in 
notes, $27,000, and in subscriptions not yet converted into notes, 
$7,118.01. 

Major Millsaps so modified his proposition, as upon the faith of 
the raising of the first $25,000, he has paid into the treasury of the 
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college $25,000 in first-class interest bearing bonds, thus making our 
productive endowment to date $56,000. The remaining $19,000 to be 
raised by the Conference will soon be easily secured out of the 
$34,118.26 in notes and subscriptions now in hand, whereupon Major 
Millsaps will pay his additional $25,000. The purpose of the Board, 
however, is to continue vigorously the canvass until every friend of 
the cause in the State shall have an opportunity of contributing, 
and until the endowment fund shall largely exceed one hundred 
thousand dollars. — 

The Board has appointed a meeting for the 4th of February in 
the city of Jackson, where proposals for the location of the college 
shall be received, and action will be had thereon as soon as possi- 
ble. 

As the location of the college is of paramount importance, this 
Board does earnestly recommend that effectual, fervent prayer be 
made by every minister and every layman of the church, that the 
great Patron of Education, who is also the disposer of all human 
events, should overrule in the locating of the college, where it shall 
most redown to his glory, and where it shall most effectually pro- 
vide educational facilities for the coming centuries. 

We recommend that one thousand dollars be raised by the 
Conference next year for ministerial education in Millsaps College, 
and that each presiding elder shall assess the pastoral charges in 
his district their pro rata share, upon the basis of the assessment 
for the bishops, and that he shall announce such assessment at his 
first quarterly conference, and enjoin its collection upon the pastor. 
We recommend that A. F. Watkins be continued as agent. 

We recommend that John A. Lewis be elected by this Confer- 
ence as a member of the Board of Trustees in place of M. M. Evans, 
resigned. 


CENTENARY COLLEGE. 


Reports through Bishop Keener, President of Board of Trustees, 
that itis in a continually improving condition; that 187 students 
were matriculated during the last session, » 

Of these twenty were preparing for the ministry and fifteen 
others were the sons of ministers. The deportment of the students 
is most admirable. The last commencement was largely attended 
and was notable from the fact that thirteen young men graduated, 
the largest class since 1858. A professorship of English was estab- 
lished at the last meeting of the Board. About $3500 was added to 
the endowment notes by the efforts of the President of the College 
during the last summer, and $1000 in cash has recently been given 
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by a lover of Christian education, who lives in Atlanta, for the spe- 
cific purpose of aiding young men preparing for the ministry. The 
Y. M. C. A. and the two literary societies furnish rare opportunities 
to the young men for improvement, morally and intellectually. 

We recommend that one thousand dollars be raised by the Con- 
ference next year for ministerial education in Centenary College, 
and that each presiding elder shall assess the pastoral charges upon 
his district, their pro rata share upon the basis of the assessment for 
the Bishops and that he shall announce such assessment at his first 
quarterly conference, and enjoin the collection upon the pastor. 

We recommend that W. L. C. Hunnicutt be appointed president 
and B, M. Drake, professor. 


WHITWORTH FEMALE COLLEGE. 


Very meager reports of this college have been submitted to us 
but the modest report of the President shows that the college was 
never so well equipped in‘all its departments since his connection 
with it. The officers and teachers are eighteen, and the boarding 
pupils number one hundred and twenty. The Young Ladies Chris- 


’ tian Association is doing excellent work having a larger Raed 


ship than last session. 
PORT GIBSON FEMALE COLLEGE 


Is in the midst of a prosperous session, with six teachers and eigh- 
ty-three pupils under the presidency of Miss M. E. Compton, addi- 
tions have been made to the buildings, which add much to their con- 
venience and attractiveness, A kindergarten department has been 


‘added. The exercises the last commencement were unusually. in- 


teresting. Ten young ladies were graduated. 
The friends of the college regard its present condition with pride 
and gratification, 


EDWARD MCGEHEE COLLEGE FOR GIRLS. 


This institution, formerly Woodville Female College, took the 
name of its generous founder at the beginning of the present ses- 
sion. The buildings are in good condition, seven hundred and fifty 
dollars having been recently judiciously expended in their repair. 
H. W. Featherstun is president. His excellent management gives 
assurance of a useful and prosperous future. 

We recommend that H. W. Featherstun be appointed President, 


EAST MISSISSIPPI FEMALE COLLEGE 


Reports through its president, C. W. Anderson, a prosperous session, 
good and thorough work being done done by the eight competent 
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instructors employed. The Musical Department, instrumental and 
vocal, and the art department are well patronized and constitute an 
interesting feature of the college work. 

During the past summer a commodious new chapel, with dor- 
mitory rooms for forty additional pupils was erected at a cost of 


$6.000. 
The Bible occupies a prominent place in this school, and espec- 


' ial care is given to the inculcation of religion. The young ladies 


have formed themselves intoa Missionary Society and they meet 
in a prayer meeting among themselves every Sabbath afternoon. 
We recommend that T. L. Mellen and J. W. Chambers be con- 
firmed as trustees of the E. M. F. College. . 
There has been reported to us as collected from the pastoral 


charges $847.35, which has been turned over to President Hunnicutt 


to aid in ministerial education in Centenary College. 

This Board offers for adoption the following: . 

RESOLVED Ist. That our pastors observe the requirement of the 
Discipline to preach during the year upon education, thus keeping 
our people fully abreast of the advance movements along this line.

Report of Publishing Interests. 


* Your Committee on Publishing Interests beg leave to submi 
the following report : 

- We have carefully considered the “summary of business for the 
fiscal year ending April 1, 1890,” issued by the agents of the Publish- 
ing House at Nashville, and regard the condition of its affairs as 
healthy and prosperous. The importance and worth of the several 
publications, enumerated in the exhibit, tothe culture and religious 
growth of our church, can not be overestimated. There is anin- . 
creasing demand among’ our people for cheaper religious literature, 
This demand, real and reasonable in itself, is intensified by the per- 
nicious rival secular literature which so cheaply, and with alarming 
facility, finds its way everywhere. We would suggest, in answer to 
this unmistakable call from the people, that a constant eye be kept 
upon the probable practicability of cheapening all our publications 

The number of ADVOCATES taken and the amount of church lit- 
erature circulated are glaringly inadequate, and hence our people 
are sadly ignorant of the doctrines, usages and vast out-workings of 


Methodism. 
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The NASHVILLE CHRISTIAN ADVOCATHR, under its new leader- 

-. ship, not only maintains its high character, but shows improvement 

in many features as a connectional paper, and since it is for the 
whole church, should be in every Methodist household. 

The NEw ORLEANS CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE still holds its place 

in the affections of our people as our Conference organ. The exhi- 
bit of its liberal publisher shows a gratifying increase in the num- 
ber of subscribers, which now amounts to 7,329. Of this number 3,147 
are within the bounds of this Conference; and of this 3,147 more than 
one-half are delinquents, with the amount due of $5,259.15. These 
figures, showing a delinquency double that of last year, your com- 
mittee regard as an indication of serious dereliction somewhere, 
and also an urgent, reasonable demand upon our Conference for in- 
creased attention to the collection for our admirable paper. 
_ We heartily endorse the action of the Publishing Committee in 
retaining Dr. C. W. Carter as editor, recognize gratefully his ardu- 
ous labors, and bespeak for him the earnest co-operation of this Con- 
ference. ; 

Our Sunday-school literature continues to advance in complete- 
ness, is abreast with the demands of the age, and is paralleled only 
by the best. 

With an able editorial management and continued appropria- 
tion for contributors, our QUARTERLY REVIEW claims to be worthy 
of the great church it represents. 

We are thankful to God for the great work he has enabled us, as 
a people, to accomplish through the press, and would urge our breth- 
ren to strive for a wider circulation of our valuable literature.

It challenges the 
consideration of the most obtuse, inspirits the heart and determina- * 
tion of its most devoted friends, and taxes to the utmost capacity 
the genius and intrigue of its most obstinate foes. It agitates our 
family, pulpits and legislatures. Its foes would keep it out of the 
ehurch, and its friends would keep it out of polities. 
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But the time has come when all lovers of peace and order must’ 


awake to a full realization of their responsibilities as respects this 
subject, and arise in the spirit of their Master and adopt such meas- 
ures as the purest and profoundest wisdom may dictate for the uni- 
versal extension and permanent establishment of this great cause. 
The achievements of the past and the indications of the present 
should inspire us with a strong hope of accomplishing such ends. 
Intemperancee is a multiform and multifarious evil that insinu- 
ates itself into our homes and communities in various ways, de- 
stroying domestic happiness, public peace and moral health; and it 


will not be repressed by a single effort only—hence self-protection | 


impels us to positive and aggressive effort to extirpate this giant 
evil from our borders, and our obligations te humanity are com- 
mensurate with our opportunities in the contest. While much ef- 
fective work has been done, yet a vast deal more remains to be ae- 
complished to rid our country from the grasp of this hydra-monster, 
and we cannot afford to relax our energies in pressing the doudae 
till we have reached the consummation for which we are toiling 
and praying. 


Your committee is of the opinion that an educated public sen- . 


timent, combined with local option measures, earnestly stressed 
and vigorously pressed, are to be the instruments for the arrest and 
final overthrow of this giant of evils. And, recognizing the potency 
of the pulpit, we would recommend that our pastors preach to each 


of their congregations on the subject of temperance, at least once 


during the next year. 
We highly approve the effort made to secure the teaching in 


the public schools of the State of the subject of physiology with © 


reference to the effects of aleohol and narcotics upon the human 
system. While we express sincere gratitude to God for what has 
been accomplished, let us pray for his presence and aid in the ef- 
forts of the future.

Report of Sabbath Observance. 


That due reverence for the Sabbath and a strict observance of 
God’s Sabbath law are indispensable to personal piety and church 
growth are facts too evident to require discussion, but that the 
Master’s cause is very seriously hindered by the very low estimate 
placed upon the sacredness of the Sabbath by many of our people, 
and some of our preachers, is a painful fact requiring prayerful 
attention. Some of our preachers travel on Sunday trains, when 
absolute necessity cannot be pleaded as an excuse. Their example 
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n this matter exerts a demoralizing influence upon railroad em- 
ployees and others which is as humiliating as it is dangerous. . 
Many of our people, especially those living along the various rail- 
roads crossing our country, travel on Sunday trains in preference 
to others, that lower rates may be secured. There are others, notably 
those living in rural districts, who make the Sabbath a day for social 
visiting and feasting. It is also a painful fact that the managers of 
some of our camp-meetings lower the divine standard of Sabbath 
observance by arranging with railroad authorities for reduced 
rates on all trains passing near said camp-grounds and also by grant- 
ing privileges to run fruit stands, ice cream saloons and. such like 
on God’s holy day—thereby exerting a Bite influence for evil. - 
These things ought not to be. 

Many of our people need an intelligent conscience on this sub- 
ject, and it is the opinion of your committee that if all of our 
preachers will by precept and example enforce the Sabbath law up- 
on the people, that great improvement will result. 

We therefore recommend the following resolutions: 

RESOLVED, Ist, That our preachers be urged to greater vigilance 
_and earnestness in teaching the people the import and spirit of the 
Sabbath law. 

RESOLVED, 2nd. That we will by both precept and example dis- 
eourage all Sunday travel, either by public or private conveyance, 
except in cases of absolute necessity. — 

RESOLVED, 38rd, That we memorialize the Columbian Exposition 
Committee to close their gates on the Christian Sabbath.

Report of Sunday Schools. 


The Board respectfully submits the following report: 

There are 404 schools in our bounds, 2,254 officers and teachers, 
and 17,302 scholars, which is an increase of 1,099. We are gratified 
to note this mark of prosperity in our work. But we are satisfied 
that there is no department of church work where increased work 
and zeal would show better results. 

We urge our pastors and superintendents to be careful in the 
seleetion of the teachers to whom they commit the moulding of 
the moral and spiritual characters of the children of the church. 

We are glad to report an increase in the collections also. The 
amount above that of last year is $407.59. The total amount raised 
efr Sunday-schools is $4,003.51. There has been $881.22 collected for 
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missions and $698,21 on Children’s Day, both of which are in excess 
of last year’s collections. The total amount collected by the Sun- 
day-schools for all purposes is $6,993.16. 

Orv" _ 1, 1890, there were $423 in the hands of the treasurer of 
the board. Of this amount $195.96 has been expended in aiding 
needy Sunday-schools, which leaves of this amount $227.04, which 
amount, added to $693.46, collected this year, makes $930.50, which 
amountis now in the hands of the treasurer, Rev. B. F. Lewis.
